Chilikin was 
also informed by Rogov that the existence of two Soviet dailies in Shanghai 
after the comvoletion of the repatriation is not necese>ry; the small Soviet 
colony which will exist in Shanghai can suvvort one daily without much expense 
to the Soviet Government. Preference will be given to Noyaya 2hign, semi= 
official Soviat daily, rather than to Chilikin's Novosti Dnyg. 


On 11 September 1947 V. A. Chilikin, Sr., arrived in Shanghai from Nanking, 

where he was informed that, according to an unexpected new order from Mescow via 
Lozovsky in Irkutsk, Chilikin's navere in China aa well as other Soviet-sponsored 
publientions in China must be maintained and even enlarged for at least the 

duration of next year. Chilikin was therefore reouested to stop conversion
